CHICAGO, Juno 5.—Tho scenes in and abcu: 


Chicago on tho second day of tbo Republican 
convention woro very similar to thoso 0:1 tho 
first. Tbare wore the same knots o£ men 
standing uround iu tho hotels and theh' neigh- 
borhood" discUMiug tho merits and domorits 
of tlw candidates, arguing tha coso with hesi- 
tating brethren, or with advocates of oppos- 
ing candidates; talking of tbe influence 
of 
tho vote on 
temporary 
chairman; 


showing that it didn't hurt Blaine; that it 
was a regular knock-down for Elaine; that it 
was a bis; boom for Arthur; that it was—in 
short, that its effects were just what tha 
speaker desired they should bo. 


Tho condition of affairs, however, was 


favorablu to nono of tuo prominent candi- 
dates so far as could bo judged by an out- 
sider. If any of the loaders could got the 
prize, Elaine, with the. most enthusiastic fol- 
lowing of any of thorn, seoroed to have the 
ticket for It. But tho feoliiig was growing 
that either ono of tho less prominent candi- 
dates, or an entirely now man, would bo 
sprung on the convention at a well-chosen 
momont, and receive tho nomination by ono 
of those waves oC enthusiasm which conven- 
tions are so subject to. Gou. Sherman was 
talked of, but it was reported that Hender- 
son, of Missouri, had the old soldier's unal- 
terable declination to accept in his pocket, or 
authority to speak it when tho time camo, 
it It did com*. 
Grosham was discussed 


also, aud thoro havo boon more unexpected 
things than has seldom happened in this vale 
of tears. 
So much for tho gossip political. 
At tho 


oocvontiou hall, on tho outside, there was « 
dense mass of humanity stretching up and 
down Michigan avenue, many drawn thither 
simply to bo around in the neighborhood and 
sec what was to be soon. 
Others were pos- 


sessed with a yearning dosiro to got into the 
hall without tho expenditure of tho $00 at 
which o. limited number of tickets woro sell 
Ing.Inside, tho delegates mado their appearance 
nlowly. The Beats back of tho stage were

TWO EXCITING EVENTS. 


At 11 o'clock precisely Mr. Lynch stopped 


up to tho itund, which wus ornamental with 
a basket of beautiful flowers, and rnpped thu 
convection to order. Tho constant, entrance 
o£ lato arrivals, however, resulted iu disor- 
der for fully twnnty minutes, and by tho 
timo Rev. Mr. Burroughs, of this city, had 
finished the opening prayer It wns 11:33. 


Tho first business was the reading of u mem- 


orial from tho American State Temperance 
alliance appealing to tho convention to nomi- 
nate a man who would use his influence for 
prohibition, and saying tlrat tho party which 
did so would recoivo their support. Plumb, 
of Kansas, ollorod a resolution that American 
land should belong only to those who assumed 
American citizenship. Massey, of Delaware, 
submitted a resolution in favor of .thu exten- 
sion of tho presidential term to six years. 
These were all referred to tho committee on 
resolutions. 


One of the two events of tbo day then 


'came on." Hawkins, of Tonnossea, ottered 
o. resolution declaring that 110 man should 
hold a seat iu tho convention who did not in- 
tend to support tho nominee. Ho said ho of- 
fered it because of certain whispers in the 
air; ho considered it a political axioum that 
no man who would not support the nomine* 
should take part in tho proceedings. Pierce, 
of Massachutotta. opposed tho resolution and 
declared it an insult to tho conventinn and 
implied a doubt of tho good faith of the dels- 
Kates, 
He said the resolution had a bad 


paternity and referred in hss remarks to the 
"lato Mr. CoukliiiK-" Winkler, of "Wisconsin, 
opposed tho resolution and Knight, of C.ili- 
fornia, advocated it. He dared any "periodi- 
cal publisher" to vote It down (referring to 
George William Curtis). 


Mr. Curtis took up tho gauntlet thus 


thrown down. Commencing his answer nJlh 
tlio words, "A Bopublioau and a free man I 
came into this convention, and by tho grace 
of God a Republican and a free man I will 
go out of it," ho then referred to the attempt 
four yean ago to do Just this same thing, 
and4ts defeat, and alao a similar attempt in 
the convention which nominated Lincoln, 
Ho also doclared chat tho resolution was an 
insult and a stigma upon every delegate, and 
eulogized Campbell, of West Virginia, who 
itv the last national convention said: "I am a 
Republican who carries a sovereignty under 
his hat." 


Mr. Curtia spoke with unusual flro and on- 
•rgy and his open declaration that ha had 
cotno into tbo convention and a free man, 
and that by tho'graco of God ho would go 
out tho same, were groetod by prolonged ap- 
pluune. Continuing the subjest ho spoke as 
follows^ In a prior convnntion, many years 
ago, just such a resolution was offered in an- 
other Republican convention. Godding*, of 
Ohio, ai'oso from his seat and was passing 
out of the conYontion, and, as ho went post 
my chair, I reached out my hand and I said, 
"Sir, where are you going?" 
Said he; 


"Young man, I am going out of this conven- 
tion, for I find thoro is no place in a 
Bopublican convention for an original anti- 
slavery man liko me. Well, gentlemen, by 
tho propostion of the man who took his Beat, 
and before that convention proceeded to a 
nomination, by a universal roar of assent, 
the Republican party thore assembled de- 
clared that no word, no dead, no sign should 
Bvor bo made in a Republican convention 
that iu tho slightest degree reflected upon the 
honor, upon the loyalty of tho men who took 
pal t in that convention. [Loud applause.] 
Tho gentleman last upon tho floor says that 
ho dares any man upon this Iloor to vote 
ngairj^t that resolution. I say to him in re- 
ply that the presentation of such a resolu- 
ik.ii in such a convention as this is a stigma, 
:n an insult upon every honorable citLan. 
[Applause and cheers.] 


Now, sir, in the light of tho character of 


tho Republican party, in the light of tho 
action o£ the Jast Republican convention, 
the first convention which I have known in 
which such a pledge was required of tho 
candidates or the members, I ask this con- 
vention—mindful of all that haugu upon the 
wisdom, tho moderation, the tolerance, tha 
patriotism of our notion—I beg this conven- 


tion to romombor Lincoln, to remember 
Garfleld, to romomlwr tho very vital prin- 
ciples of tho Republican party, and nssuma 
that every man hero isaii honest and honor- 
able man, and vote on this resolution— 
which should never have appeared iu a 
Republican convention—as unworthy to bo 
ratified by this concourse of froeman which 
I see before me. [Applause.] 


Mr. Curtis' speech closed tho debate, and 


the action of Hawkins afterward saved the 
convention a irriat deal of time. It was a 
subject that tho orator of the gathering could 
havo elaborated upon for "an unlimited time. 
The air was olectrical'as soon as the subject 
was broached and the prospect of a bitter 
tight only disappeared when Hawkins with- 
draw the resolution •. •

When 
Edmunds was named there was groat cheer- 
ing, and so with Sherman and Logan, the 
latter being most cheered of any.

_; threatened to lift tho roof oil tho house. 


The galleries were.evidently for Elaine to a 
man—and woman—almost. Tho delegates 
joined in tho roar of applause, oven those 
who woro not for him for president giving 
him tho compliment of thoir cheers. It was 
several minutes before the noise subsided en- 
tirely. Tho applause would nearly dio away 
whon it would start again, and in this way 
wax ropoatod flvo times. 


(\Bsoonostho chairman got an opportun- 


ity ho brought his remarks to a close as fol- 
lows: 
"Connecticut and Indiana may come wttb 


nanio« scarcely loss illustrious than thoso. 
And now, in conclusion, if because of personal 
disagreements, or tho_ omergoncis of tne occa- 
vion, another name is sought, thero yot re- 
mains that grand old horo of Konosaw 
mountain and Atlanta. Whon patriotism 
calls, ho cannot, if ho would, bo silent; but, 
grasping that banner—tohlm so dear—which 
no has already bonno in triumph, he will 
march to a civic victory no less ronownod 
than thoso of war.

ings." 


Unanimous consent of the convention was 


asko 1 to the passage of tho above resolution 
by Matthews, of Illinois. His motion wtfl 
quickly seconded. Matthews said: "It will 
bo ubsorved that there are vacant seats here. 
I wish to say to tho convention that there 
are veteran soldiers here who have conic 
from hundreds of miles to witness the pro- 
ceedings of this convention, and to that oud 
this resolution is introduced, and I hope tho 
convention will adopt it unanimously," 


Jcssup, of Pennsylvania, moved to amend 


by distributing tickets according to repre- 
sentation on tho floor of the convention to 
the various delegations, and tho amendment 
was accepted. 


Clayton of Arkansas—Having boon ono of 


the members of tho sub-committee who had 
chargo of tbu appointment of seat in this 
convention, and having some knowledge of 
the seating capacity I desire to say that, in 
the appointment of those Boats, every seat 
was provided for by tickets; that tickets are 
issued sufficient to flll every seat in this hall.
